NINTH    ANNUAL   REPORT  OF  THK  STATE  MISSION 

HOARD. 

In  surrendering  the  trust  committed  to  us  one  yenr  ago.  «e  desire  to  aeknowl- 
e  tge  with  devout  gratitude,  the  preserving  care  and  continued  favor  of  our  t  leavenly 
Father.  The  blessing*  of  our  covenant-keeping  God  have  been  bestowed  upon  the 
work  of  the  Hoard. and  the  results  of  the  year's  labor  aie  such  as  to  encourage  the  Hap- 
tists  of  Alabama  to  press  on  In  the  twofold  work,  of  preaching  the  Gospel  of  |esus 
Christ  to  the  destitute,  and  developing  more  fully  the  missionary  spirit  iri  our 
churches. 

During  the  year  two  members  of  the  Hoard  have  been  taken  front  us.  Rev,  K. 
T.  Winklcr,l>.l>.,  after  a  hfe  of  usefulness,  heard  the  Master  say,  Come  up  higher,' ' 
and  departed  this  life  November  to.  1883  The  Rev.  A.  U,  Woodtin,  U.l)  ,  has 
moved  Irom  the  hounds  of  this  Convention  to  Virginia. 

Meetings  o(  the  Hoard  have  been  held  quarterly,  and  at  other  tim<  s  whenever 
the  business  of  the  Hoard  has  made  it  necessary.  They  have  b'-cn  well  attended, 
and  have  been  tunes  of  earnest,  careful  arid  I)  trmonious  deliberation.  We  have 
been  impressed  with  the  impot  lance  of  the  trust  committed  to  us,  and  have  earnestly 
sought  wisdom  from  Him  who  gives  liberally  and  upbraids  not,  that  we  might  so 
discharge  our  trust,  as  to  glorify  Christ  in  the  advancement  of  His  cause  in  our  own 
Slate,  and  in  the  regions  beyond  Our  meetings  have  been  characterized  by  earnest 
desire  to  help  forward  ever)  benevolent  enterprise  of  the  denomination;  by  search- 
ing investigation  into  the  character  and  fitness  ol  those  recommended  for  appoint- 
ment under  tins  Hoard,  and  by  considering  well  tin'  condition  of  weak  churches  ask- 
ing aid  in  the  support  of  their  pa  tors.  S  our  Hoard  has  extended  help  only  to  such 
churches  as  were  really  needy,  mid  who  were  doing  all  they  could  to  help  them- 
selves. 

We  have  responded  as  far  as  was  in  our  power  to  the  appeals  that  have  come  to 
us  from  the  destitute  regions,  for  the  preached  word. 

DIFFUSION  OF  MISSIONARY  INTELLIGENCE. 

l'.arly  in  the  ( 'onvcnlion.il  year,  3000  t  npie*  of  the  annual  circular  of  the  Hoard , 
containing  facts  about  each  department  ol  our  benevolent  work,  were  scattered 
widely  among  our  people.  We  have  sent  out  during  the  war  7.,  (15a  pages  of  tracts, 
on  missions,  education  and  temperance.  Through  the  kindness  ol  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Hoard,  we  have  been  enaliled  to  place  36.10  copies  ol  tin*  foreign  Journal  in 
the  hands  ol  pastors,  and  others.  In  no  one  year  since  the  organization  of  the 
Hoard,  have  so  many  printed  messengers  been  sent  forth,  and  we  are  glad  to  report, 
tiiat  the  good  seed  thus  town  is  already  bearing  fruit, 

As  the  agent  for  the 

HOME  AND  FOREIGN  HOARDS. 
We  have  put  fotth  ever*  effort  in  our  power  to  increase  the  interest  of  our  peo- 
ple in  the  work  committed    to  them.     Brethren    were   appointed  10   represent  these 
Hoards  tit  the  meeting  of  every  Association  In   the  State,     Information  was  given 

about  the  work  of  the  Hoards,  and  appeals  m  ide  for  increased  and  regular  contri  >u- 
tions  for  their  treasuries,  The  amounts  we  were  asked  to  raise  for  them,  wc  appor- 
tioned among  the  Associations  and  by  them  among  their  churches.  Representatives 
were  in  some  Instances,  appointed  by  the  Associations  in  the  churches. 

Contributions  tor  Foreign  Missions  have  been  received  from  -g  of  our  Associa- 
tians,  an  increase  of  four  over  last  year  ;  and  lor  Home  Missions  from  36  Associa- 
tions, an  increase  of  two  over  last  year.  Our  fieoole  manifest  more  interests  in  the 
important  work  committed  to  these  Hoards,  than  heretofore. 

STATE   MISSIONS. 
Our  work  in  the  State  has.becn  considerably  enlarged.     Including  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  seventy  men  have    been   engaged   in   it  during  the  year,  for  the 
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whole  or  a  part  of  ilieir  time.  Of  ibis  nurnt >»?r  fourteen  have  been  doing  missionary 
work  exclusively  ;  twenty-two  have  been  engaged  as  missionaries  and  coljiorteurs. 
twenty-one  as  missionary  pastors ;  nine  as  evangelists,  and  tour  ns  colporteurs 
The  labors  of  these  brethren  have  extended  into  tidy-six  counties,  and  the  divine 
blessing  h.is  rested  on  them  Manx  of  them  have  been  petmitled  both  to  sow  and 
to  reap.  Others  report  the  sowing  with  the  confident  expectation  of  reaping  ere 
long.  The  results  ol  their  labors,  so  far  as  they  can  be  expressed"  in  figures,  arc 
given  in  the  following  :

These  statistics  show  an  advance  in  'he  number  of  men  employed,  in  the  days 
of  service,  in  number  of  sermons  and  •addresses,  in  tlie  number  ol  religious  visits 
made,  and  in  the  number  added  to  the  churches, 

Fifty  of  our  Associations  have. contributed  to  the  work  during  the  year. 


HI  I  ;FK  AND  COLPORTAGE  WORK. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  this  interesting  and  hopeful  department  of  labor, 
Twenty-two  of  our  brethren  engaged  in  missionary  work  have  tarried  supplies  of 
books  with  them,  whilst  four  others  have  labored  exclusively  as  colporteurs,  'I  he 
labors  of  these  brethren  have  extended  into  forty-seven  of  our  counties,  1  hey  have 
been  unremitting  In  their  efforts  to  supply  the  people  with  sound  religious  literature. 
The  severity  of  the  weather  during  the  winter  and  spring  months  hindered  them 
greatly.  They  sold  during  the  year  8.733  books  and  pamphlets  valued  at  13,864  51, 
Thev  gave  to  poor  families,  destitute  of  the  Scriptures, one  hundred  llibles  valued  ill 
$35,00,  and  six  hundred  and  four  Testaments  valued  at  $30  », 

The  lu.inl  donated  for  distribution  among  the  Penitentiary  convicts,  two  hun- 
dred  I'es'aments  va'utd  at  ft  I, CO. 

Total  of  sales  and  grants,  nine  thousand  six  hundred  and  thiity-six'books  and 
pamphlets  valued  at  $3,930  70. 

We  look  forward  hopefully  to  the   near   future,  when  this  Convention  will  have 
I    its  colporteurs  in  every  county  in   the  State      Tins  cm   easily  be  accomplished ,  if 
I    each  of  our  Associations  will  raise  and  entrust  to  the  Hoard  $10000  as  a  permanent 
eolportage  fund. 

EVANGELIZATION  OK  THE  COLORED  PEOPLE. 

We  arc  sorry  to  have  to  report  little  or  no  progress  in  this  work.  In  obedience 
to  the  instructions  ol  the  Convcniion  at  its  last  meeting  to  raise  $1,000  for  this  work, 
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the  Board  app3rtioned  this  amount  among  the  Associations.  The  Corresponding 
Secretary  has  done  all  he  could  l>y  appeals  in  person  and  by  letter  that  the  amount 
might  be  forthcoming  and  yet  but  little  money  has  been  received.  Some  will  doubt- 
less be  paid  hi  during  the  Associational  meetings  in  the  fall. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Missionary  Hoard  of  the  Colored  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention, the  contributions  sent  in  have  been  paid  over  towards  the  support  of  the 
Pr:sident  ol  the  Normal  School  in  Selma. 

ENCOURAGING  EVIDENCES  OF  PROGRESS. 

Notwithstanding  the  partial  failure  of  last  year's  crop  and  the  financial  pressure 
upon  the  tountry  for  some  months,  our  receipts  are  equal  to  those  of  last  year. 

Fifty  of  our  Associations  are  contributing  through  the  Board  to  objects  of  ben- 
evolence.    This  is  an  increase  of-  ten  over  last  year. 

Numbers  of  churches  planted  by  Missionaries  of  your  Board  are  paying  back 
the  amounts  expended  in  gathering  them. 

The  number  of  Sunday  Schools  contributing  to  benevolent  work  is  double  that 
of  last  >ear,  and  the  amount  of  contributions  is  doubled.  We  are  sorry  to  add  that 
from  sonic  of  our  largest  and  most  influential  schools,  we  have  not  received  a  dollar 
during  the  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  failure  of  the  Board  to  appoint  a  Central  Committe  on 
"Woman's  Work"  after  the  decease  of  Mrs.  E.  J.  Forrester,  twenty-three  Socie- 
ties hive  contributed  to  missions  and  education  5480  47. 

Several  Associations  at  their  meeting,  last  fall,  voted  hearty  co-operation  with 
the  Convention  and  its  work,  and  will  be  represented  at  this  meeting. 

The  raising  of  funds  for  indigent  Ministers  and  the  families  of  deceased  Minis- 
ters, which  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  at  your  last  meeting,  has  met  with  reas- 
onable success.  From  the  amount  raised,  much  needed  relief  has  been  extended  to 
fourteen  brethren  and  nine  sisters. 

The  Missionaries  of  the  Board  report  a  praiseworthy  activity  on  the  part  of 
many  churches,  in  the  improvement  of  their  church  buildings. 

We  rejoice  in  ilic  fact  that  the  Adams  stre1'*.  church  in  Montgomery,  has  be- 
come self-supporting,  throue.li  the  efficient  labors  of  the  pastor,  II.  C.  Taul,  aided 
so  effectually  by  evangelist  1).  I.  Purser. 

By  the  prudent  management  of  Rev.  K.  T.  Smyth,  Missionary  pastor  at  Annis- 
ton,  the  debt  resting  on  the  church  has  been  paid. 

kev.  G  S.  Anderson,  Missionary  pastor  at  Dcmopolis,  has  secured  an  eligible 
lot,  and  raised  $700  00  to  erect  a  house  on  it. 

NEW  FIELDS  THAT  SHOULD  BE  OCCUPIED. 

An  earnest  man  should  be  sent  at  once  to  Baldwin  county,  where  there  is  great 
destitution.  I  he  churches  of  the  Baptist  Union  in  addition  to  supporting  the  work 
of  the  Board  in  Mobile  county,  generously  ^propose  to  furnish  one-half  ol  his 
support. 

The  church  I.i  Milton,  Florida,  which  is  connected  with  an  Alabama  Associa- 
tion, should  be  aided  in  sustaining  a  pastor.  It  is  a  weak  organization  of  thirty 
members,  having  a  good  house  in  good  repair. 

Milton  is  a  county  seat  with  1,500  people,  within  one  mile  of  Bagdad,  which 
has  700  inhabitants.  The  church  has  no  preaching  except  from  Rev.  Anthony, 
Missionary  pastor  at  Pensacola,  and  from  Bro.  Johnson  our  Missionary  in  Flint 
Association. 

Millview,  Warrington,  Woolsey  and.  the  Navy  Yard,  all  large  villages  have  no 
Baptist  preaching. 

We  need  three  additional  men  to  ta!>or  in  Associations  in  North-west  Alabama  ; 
two  in  East  Alabama  ;  one  in  Souih-enst  Alabama,  and  one  in  South-west  Alabama. 

CONCLUSION. 

While  we  are  grateful  to  God  for  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year, 
yet  we  are  conscious  that  our  work  has  been  imperfect,  and  that  we  have  failed  in 
some  measure  to  reach  the  point  we  have  desired.  We  can  truly  say,  however,  that 
we  have  tried  to  do  the  best  we  could  with  the  resources  at  command.     Wc  express 
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the  hope,  that  at  this  Annual  meeting  the  work   may  receive  an   impetus,  that  shall 
carry  it  forward  to  yet  greater  triumphs.

PLAN  OF  SYSTEMATIC  GIVING. 

Dtar  Brothtr  ll'est  : 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  the  subject  of  "plans  for 
the  collection  of  funds  for  missions  and  other  purposes  by  the  churches  through- 
out the  State"  was  discussed  at  length.  It  was  deemed  to  he  of  such  importance 
by  the  Board  that  j^w  fi/an  he  adopted  l>y  the  churches,  that  they  determined 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention,  soon  to  meet  in  Tuscaloosa,  to  the  same, 
and  to  ask  and  solicit  the  pastors  all  over  the  State,  to  pledge  themselves  to  the 
adoption  of  some  plan  in  their  churches,  with  the  view  of  systematizing  and 
enlarging  the  benevolence  of  the  denomination,  now  growing  more  enlarged 
every  year. 

With  this  object  in  view,  and  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  as  far  as  possible 
all  churches  and  pastors  in  the. formation  >f  a  plan  for  systematic  giving,  the 
Hoard  through  a  committee  appointed  at  a  previous  meeting,  directed  the  publi- 
cation of  the  following  plans  for  churches  situated  in  the  cities  and  country. 
These  you  will  understand,  are  only  in  way  of  suggestions  ,  for  the  Board  would 
not  attempt  to  say  that  this  or  that  plan  was  the  best,  V  hat  the  Hoard  is  mainly 
interested  in,  is  that  in  each  church  throughout  the  entire  State,  some  plan  for 
systematic  j;ivin^  for  the  various  objects  of  the  churches  anil  denomination  be 
adopted.  The  Hoard  also  asks  for  a  free  discussion  of  the  subject,  with  the  view 
of  arriving  at  the  best  possible  result. 

Plan  submitted  for  city  churches: 

First. — That  there  be  a  regular  weekly  collection  on  each  Sabbath  for  the 
I'astor  anil  for  the  contingent  or  general  expenses  of  the  church. 

Sftomd, —  That  the  "envelope  system"  be  used  for  the  collection  of  these 
amounts. 

Thiil. — That  there  be  a  regular  monthly  collection  for  missions — the  same 
to  be  divided  out  between  the  different  Boards  "f  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion and  the  Male  Mission  Hoard  at  the  quarterly  conference  of  the  church  as 
may  seem  best — always  sending  the  amounts  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Stale  Mission  Hoard. 

Plan  submitted  for  country  churches  : 

First  — Thai  there  be  a  regular  quarterly  collection  and  luhstription  taken 
for  Pastors,  contingent  expenses,  missions  and  ministerial  education. 

In  soliciting  at  this  nine,  many  will  be  found  who  are  not  prepared  tilt  n  to 
give  the  mi'iiev.  but  will  put  their  nam's  down  for  something  to  lie  paid  when 
their  crops  aie  gathered.  Hut  they  can  subscribe  something  to  be  paid  at  a  lime 
stated.

MINISTERIAL 


To  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention'. 

By  net  cf  Ihe  Convention  at    Marion  last   year,  which  created  the  Hoard  of 

Ministerial  Education,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Hoard  of  Ministerial  Education  shall  not  he  regarded  as 
proper  receivers  of  funds  for  their  work,  hut  shall  check  upon  the  treasury  of 
the  State  Mission  Hoard,  to  which  the  collection  of  funds  has  been  conv.r.ittcd 
by  the  Convention. 

This  action  of  the  Convention,  as  we  understood  it.  limited  the  duties  of 
our  Hoard  to  an  effort  to  awaken  an  interest  on  the  subject  of  ministerial  Edu- 
cation among  the  brotherhood,  to  seeking  out  young  men  who  expected  to  enter 
the  ministry,  with  a  view  to  having  them  educated,  and  to  tin  examination  of 
such  young  ministers  entering  I  toward  College  as  desired  aid  from  the  denomina- 
tion in  securing  an  education.  We  did  what  we  could  in  the  first  two  directions 
named  by  distributing  circulars,  by  correspondence  and  by  publishing  articles 
on  the  subject  in  THE  Al.AliAMA  BAPTIST,  Nine  young  brethren  appeared 
before  the  Board  in  Selma  for  examination  on  their  Christian  experience  and 
call  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Eight  of  these  were  approved,  and  the  ninth, 
being  quite  young  and  only  recently  converted,  was  advised  to  wait  one  year 
and  in  the  mean  time  to  improve  himself  as  best  lie  could. 

Inasmuch  as  no  money  "passed  through  the  hands  of  our  Hoard,  but  all 
funds  for  ministerial  education  were  received  and  disbursed  by  the  Slate  Mission 
Board,  wc  respectfully  refer  the  Convention  to  the  Financial  Report  of  thai 
Hoard  as  to  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  this  work. 

Since  your  last  session  Rev.  E.  T.  Winkler,  1).  I>..  a  member  of  our 
Hoard,  has  passed  to  his  reward,  and  Rev.  E.  J.  Forrester,  another  member  of 
the  Board,  has  removed  to  South  Carolina. 

Your  Board  would  close  this  report  by  respectfully  suggesting  that  a  com- 
mittee of  five  be  appointed  to  whom  the  whole  subject  of  ministerial  education 
shall  be  referred,  and  that  this  committee  be  requested  to  report  during  the 
present  session  of  the  Convention.

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REPORT    OK    THE    TRUSTEES      OF    THE     JUDSON 
FEMALE  INSTITUTE. 

SKSSION     1883-84. 

The  forty-sixth  session  of  the  J udson  Female  Institute  dor etl  on  the  1 2th 
of  June,  1S84. 

The  number  of  pupils  registered  during  the  session  was  one  hundred  and 
fifty-seven,  of  which  number  seventy-five  were  boarders. 

Twelve  teachers  were  employed  to  give  instructions  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, who  have  discharged  their  duties  with  satisfaction  to  the  friends  and 
patrons  of  the  school. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  unusually  good  with  the  exception  of  an 
epidemic  of  measles  comprising  about  thirty  cases,  of  so  mild  a  type,  however, 
that  scaicely  any  medical  attention  was  needed;  the  speedy  recovery  of  the 
many  cases  is  attributable  in  a  great  degree  to  the  kind  and  skillful  nursing  of 
the  attentive  matron  and  her  assistants, 

Mr.  Kobt.  Kra/er,  who  for  the  past  two  years  has  so  ably  and  satisfactorily 
presided  over  the  Institute,  has  been  re-elected  President,  and  at  the  earnest 
solicitation  of  the  Hoard,  has  accepted  the  position. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  finances  of  the  Judson  have  been  managed 
so  skillfully  as  to  enable  your  Hoard  to  report  the  Institution  as  practically  free 
from  debt.  The  Trustees  can  now  address  themselves  to  the  enlargement  of  the 
buildings  for  the  reception  of  boarders,  so  that  it  may  not  be  necessary  in  the 
future,  as  was  the  case  in  several  instances  during  the  session  just  closed,  to 
decline  to  receive  pupils  for  the  want  of  100m  to  accommodate  them. 

It  gives  us  more  than  ordinary  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  convention  the  inconvenience  which  the  want  of  a  suitable 
music  hall  has  long  imposed  upon  the  Judson  has  been  removed  by  the  conver- 
sion of  the  old  chapel  into  a  most  beautiful  ami  commodious  hall,  suited  in 
every  way  to  the  demands  of  the  Institution.  The  work  involved  an  outlay  of 
more  than  three  thousand  dollars;  but  ample  means  to  meet  it  were  placed  in 
our  hands  by  the  Alumna.-  of  the  school,  loo  much  praise  cannot  be  given  this 
band  of  noble  women  who  by  years  of  toil  and  sacrifice  have  amassed  this  sum 
and  have  offered  it  to  us  as  a  grateful  tribute  of  their  undying  affection  for  their 
Alma  Muter. 

As  we  review  the  course  of  the  session  we  find  it  marked  all  along  by  the 
goodness  and  mercy  of  (iod.  We  would  render  Him  the  grateful  tribute  of  our 
praise,  and  humbly  invoke  the  continuance  of  His  loving  kindness  to  this  Insti- 
tution, whose  highest  aim  is  to  train  immortal  souls  for   His  glory.

THE    TWENTY-SIXTH     ANNUAL     REPORT    OF    THE 

ALABAMA  CENTRAL  FEMALE  COLLEGE 

This  school  has  just  closed  another  prosperous  year.  One  hundred  and  thir- 
teen students  were  matriculated,  of  whom  seven  were  awarded  full   diplomas. 
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and  two  Literary  Diplomas.     Resides   these,  two  young  Indies  completed   the 
Post  Cirtuluate  Course,  and  received  corresponding  diplomas. 

I  have  observed  with  satisfaction,  a  marked  improvement  on  the  part  of 
girls  in  their  preparation  for  college,  due  doubtless  to  the  increased  number  of 
excellent  preparatory  schools  in  the  State,  as  well  as  to  the  high  standard  of 
scholarship  required  for  graduation. 

The  Central  has  taken  an  advanced  step  towards  lowering  the  cost  of  edu- 
cation, and  has  demonstrated  beyond  controversy  that  superior  advantages  can 
be  furnished  at  moderate  cost  One  year  ago  we  predicted  that  other  schools 
would  move  in  the  same  direction.  Already  that  prediction  has  been  verified  by 
some  of  the  leading  schools  of  the  State,  Thus  the  Central  lias  been  instru- 
mental in  saving  to  the  denomination  thousands  of  dollars  annually  in  the  cost 
of  education. 

Self-sustaining,  free  from  debt,  the  Central  has  never  asked  pecuniary  aid 
from  the  convention  ;  but  in  view  of  twenty-six  years  of  zealous,  efficient  co- 
operation with  this  convention  in  its  great  work  of  fostering  education,  and  in 
further  consideration  of  its  splendid  prospects  for  future  usefulness,  we  feel  that 
we  may,  with  great  confidence,  appeal  to  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  to  aid  us  in 
making  known  throughout  the  State  its  great  advantages  for  the  education  of 
your  daughters. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that   with  a  single  exception,   our  entire  faculty,  so 
efficient  in  the  past,  will  remain  in  clnrg*  for  the  next  year.

Th'  m  figures  we  get  from  the  Chtistian  I'uion,  and  that  journal  arrives  at 
its  estimate  ol  what  is  now  spent  for  drink  as  follows: 

l*he  internal  revenue  on  distilled  spiiits  in  1S83  was  874.3^8,775  :  the  rate 
is  no  cents  a  gallon  ;  and  the  quantity  of  liquor   taxed    is    therefore  82,631,972 

i>,  A  certain  part  of  this  was  used  for  mechanical  and  scientific  purp 
bm  ih»>'  of  it  was  drank  as  a  beverage.  Sold  by  the  glass  it  would  cost  tire 
consumer  about  S6  per  gallon.  The  whole  amount  at  this  rate  would  aggregate 
*;  ,-.;,i,,\-,:.  The  tax  >>n  fermented  liquor*  in  the  same  year  amounted  to 
Sin. <)uu. 015,  which,  at  ■51  per  barrel,  represents  mi  equal  number  ol  barrels, 
uiug  at  thirty-one  gallons  to  the  barrel  523,919,065  gallons.  At  live  cents 
a  gi.ws  and  twelve  glasses  to  the  gallon  this  costs  the  consumer  8314,351,439. 
Th<  imported  liquors  estimated  on  a  similar  basis  cost  the  consumer  at  least 
$1,000,000,  which  brings  the  total  cosl  up  to  more  than  $1100.000.000,  Nu 
account  is  taken  of  native  wines,  nor  of  liquor,  "crooked  whiskey,"  and  other 
which  escapes  taxation  ;  and  the  cost  of  these  may  he  taken  as  a  fair  offset  to 
the  distilled  liquor  en  ployed  for  mechanical  and  scientific  purposes. 

We  spend  500  millions  for  bread  and  goo  millions  tor  drink.  We  put  less 
th. ':l  200  millions  Worth  of  hoots  and  shoes  upon  the  feel  of  our  families  and 
900  millions  worth  of  whiskey  and  such  stuff  into  our  stomach..  We  pay  ten 
limes  .1-  much  for  our  toddies  as  we  do  for  our  public  schools.  All  the  sawed 
I  .in  •  1  manufactured  by  Alabama  dues  nut  ainbuut  to  one-fourth  in  value  of  the 
whiskey  we  drink. 

Assuming  thai  each  Stat.-  consumes  a  like  proportion  of  these  articles,  we 
'-        that  we  aic  spending  more  for  whiskey  than  foi   bread  and  meal. 
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In  view  of  such  figures  which  aie  hy  no  means  fanciful,  hut  based  upon  ie- 
liablc  st.ilislics,  ii  becomes  ihc  thuy  «>f  every  good  citizen  t<>  rnyoip  .ri,.-  ii'lt  — 
who  are  laboring  to  .udik  the  people  to  a  recognition  o(  the  great  ami  growing 
evil  of  ii> temperance.

REPORT  OK  THK  COMMITTEE  ON     THK    EVANGELI- 
ZATION OK  THK  COLORED  PEOPLE. 

'If  yc  love  me,  keep  my  commandments,"  said  our  Savior;  and  liis  Inst 
commandment  was,  thai  liis  disciples  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  human  being. 
That  these  six  and  a  half  millions  of  colored  people  in  the  United  States,  of 
which  more  than  live  millions  live  within  the  hounds  ol  the  Southern  Raptist  Con- 
vention,  are  human  beings,  none  will  deny.  The  importance  of  this  work  as  a 
mission  held,  turns  not  so  much  on  the  numbers  as  on  the  fact  that  they  are  in 
our  own  land. 

They  are  known  to  us  and  we  to  them.  Natives  of  the  same  soil,  we  have 
been  reared  up  under  the  same  civil  and  religious  institutions. 

We  approach  them  not  as  foreigners  and  strangers,  hut  as  fellow  citizens 
and  friends.  Kvcrywherc  our  missionai ies  are  received  with  warm  glad  hearts. 
They,  it  is  true,  in  some  localities  have  prejudices  to  encounter,  hut  they  are 
comparatively  few,  and  easily  yield  before  the  potent  influence  of  kindness  and 
truth. 

Their  circumstances  and  the  relations  we  sustain  to  them,  appeal  especially 
to  us  for  sympathy  and  material  assistance,  lint  the  fundamental  and  ruling 
motive  must  be  love  for  Christ  and  love  for  souls. 

Hy  our  Christian  profession  we  are  already  committed  to  every  good  word 
and  work.  It  is  ,\  fact  that  should  be  mentioned,  that  our  Pastors  are  doing 
gratuitously  a  large  amount  of  missionary  work  among  the  colored  people. 
Already  much  good  has  been  accomplished  by  these  self-sacrificing  devoted  min- 
isters of  the  cross.  Our  missionaries  while  going  up  and  down,  to  anil  fro  in 
the  Slate  have  preached  to  them  whenever  practicable.  We  have  great  encour- 
agement to  prosecute  our  labors  in  this  branch  of  Christian  enterprise. 

The  field  is  already  white  unto  the  harvest  ;  and  they  that  reap  receive 
wages,  and  gather  fruit  unto  life  eternal. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  our  Pastors  continue  to  do  what  they  can  to 
instruct  the  Colored  Ministers  and  to  bring  this  people  to  a  true  and  Scriptural 
knowledge  of  the  Saviour. 

We  further  recommend  that  our  Stale  Board  instruct  the  ministers  under  its 
employ  to  devote  a  portion  of  their  time  to  the  work  of  evangelizing  the  colored 
people;  that  we  raise  in  the  State,  the  sum  of  at  least  five  hundred  dollars  to 
be  applied  to  the  education  of  young  ministers  in  the  Normal  School  at  Selma, 
Alabama.

Dear  Brkthkkn : 

For  sometime  it  lias  been  our  desire  to  lay  before  you,  in  writing,  an  ex- 
pression of  our  desires  concerning  our  denominational  woik  in  Alabama,  and 
the  help  you  have  kindly  and  repeatedly  offered  us. 

For  the  last  nineteen  years,  we  have  labored  amid  untold  difficulties,  as  you 

well  know  ;  and,  by  the  blessings  of   God  and  the    help  we  have  received    from 

you,  in  taking  your  advice,  your   example  and    your  money  in    many  cases,  we 

have  about  succeeded  in  organising  our   people    into  churches,  Sunday  schools, 

j    associations,  conventions,  mission  works  and  finally  a    denominational  school  at 

1    Sclma,     All  of  these  are  fashioned    after  your  similar  institutions  and  therefore, 

I    in  the  main,  are  orthodox. 

Now,  thai  these  people  are  organized,  wielding  them  into  the  denomina- 
tional lines  for  strong  and  effective  work  is  the  next  and  hardest  snuggle  of  all. 
I  We  have  found  that,  it  is  impossible  to  use  these  people  properly  until  they  shall 
have  been  trained  and  brought  up  to  the  support  of  the  mission  work  ;  this 
I  throws  us  back  to  the  conclusion,  that  our  preachers  must  liist  be  prepared  for 
1  the  work  of  teaching  the  people  ;  hence  the  importance  of  the  Sclma  School.

Hut  we  do  seek  to  impress  you  with  the  fact,  that  the 
leading  and  thinking  ones  among  us  not  only  desire  your  prayers,  advice,  and 
money,  but  will  feel  slighted  if  you  withhold  them  from  our  woik. 

We  hail  with  joy  the  appropriation  of  §1.000,  ami  the  consequent  recom- 
mendation to  i.aisc  it. 

Brethren,  we  ask  yon  from  the  earnestness  of  our  souls  and  as  best  we  know 
to  let  nothing  keep  you  from  meeting  with  us  in  our  churches,  Sunday  Schools, 
Conventions  and  Associations,  to  help  and  encourage  us  in  the  work  of  raising 
our  ministry  to  a  higher  plane,  and  thereby  Idling  our  people  out  of  selfishness 
and  vice  into  a  Christian  view  of  missions.

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College 
w.is  read, 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  HOWARD 
COLLEGE. 

The  session  of  Howard  College  just  closed  has  been  one  nf  unusud  promise. 
The  number  of  bonders  was  larger  tnan  hitherto,  with  an  increased  proportion  of 
mature  young  men.  Their  moral  charm  ter,  gentlemanly  deportment  and  fidelty  to 
duty  have  been  marked,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  students  were  registered,  (if 
these  seveteen  were  theological,  two  of  whom  paid  their  own  tuition,  and  fifteen 
receive*!  free  tuition,  liy  agreement  with  the  Faculty,  based  on  the  resolution 
adopted  at  the  last  Convention,  the  Ministerial  Hoard  was  to  pay  tuition  for  this  class 
of  students  in  cnccss  of  on--- twelfth  of  totnl  number  of  students.  F.ighty  dollars  and 
slstv  cents  have  been  received  on  this  account,  which  leaves  a  deficit  due  the  (acuity 
on  Theological  account  of  S  170  40.  The  instructors  have  been  zealous  in  the  ois- 
th  trge  of  their  duties  to  students,  and  in  the  promotion  of  every  interest  ol  the  Insti- 
tution. We  congratulate  ourselves  in  having  securctMie  same  able  corps  of  instruc-  ! 
tors  for  the  ensuing  session. 

Since  our  last  report  the  Turner  suit  on  scholarship  account,  which  has  been  j 
pending  against  the  Institutien  for  a  number  of  years,  has  been  terminated  and  decided 
by  the  highest  tiibunal  of  the  State  against  the  College.  This  has  resulted  in  the 
sale  of  the  property.  Believing  under  the  facts  of  this  particular  case  the  claim  to  be 
uniust.  and  without  any  legal  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  College,  it  was  resisted 
under  the  advice  of,  and  by  such  counsel  as  Jno.  F.  Vary,  of  Marion,  Judge  W.  M. 
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Brooks,  of  Selma,  and  Gov.  Thos  H.  Wants,  of  Montgomery.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered bv  miiy  of  the  older  brethren  present,  ih  it  the  plan  on  winch  the 
endowment  of  the  College  was  based  and  on  which  more  than  5j50.ot.io 
was  said  to  have  been  raised  before  the  late  civil  war,  was  by  issuing  cer- 
tificates of  Scholarship.  Parlies  giving  their  notes  bearing  8  percent  interest  for 
$500.00  received  a  certificate  of  Scholarship  in  perpetuo  There  was  at  the  same 
lime  a  tacit  understanding,  if  not  a  positive  agreement,  th  it  so  long  as  interest  on 
these  notes  was  paid,  the  principal  would  not  be  culled  for.  Hence  but  a  small  pro- 
p  >ition  of  the  endowment  was  paid  in,  until  during  the  war,  when  a  large  proportion 
of  the  notes  were  taken  up  with  Confederate  money.  This  money  is  still  on  hand. 
Four-fifths  of  the  Turner  Certificate  was  paid  in  this  kind  of  money.  The  difficulty 
of  carrying  on  the  College  while  so  many  Scholarships  were  out,  will  be  appreciated 
when  we  state  that  practically  nothing  w.is  received  from  tuition  with  which  to  sup- 
port the  Faculty.  This  caused  the  Convention  to  make  an  eff  >n  to  get  hold -rs  of 
Scholarships  to  surrender  them,  This  was  only  partially  successful.  Yet  the  Itoird 
s' ill  endeavored  to  cany  on  the  institution  by  employing  professors  on  fixed  salaries, 
hoping  to  carry  out  in  good  faith  the  agreement  with  holders  of  Scholarships,  by  col> 

I  l  setion  of  notes  still  unpaid,  and  am  .uniting  to  about  5100,000.  When  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  to  collect  a  respectable  amount  of  this  sum,  legal  proceedings  would  have 

I  to  be  resorted  to,  which  would  alien  tie  some  of -the  best  friends  t>f  the  institution, 
and  otherwise  prove  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  denomination,  all  hope 

i  of  obtaining  much  from  tins  source  w.is  abandoned,  though  n.it  before  an  indebted- 
ness to  the  professors  to  the   amount  of  some  ji;,rMn,  find  been  inclined      Many 

j  persons  wh  i  never  p lid  anything  on  their  notes,  claimed  and  received,  nation  on 
their  certificates,  In  order  to  save  the  buildings  to  the  denomin  itlon,  the  question 
of  closing  the  Si  hool  w  is  considered,  and  would  have  been  adopted,  but  for  having 
been  able  to  get  a  faculty  w  10  agreed  to  take  the  property  and  carry    on  n  school. 

!    provided  the  Board  would  not  require  them  to  recognise  Scholarships.     Hence  the 

j    origin  of  this  suit. 

From  causes  beyond  the  control  of  th'-  C  illrge,  we  I  mud  th  it   the  last   vestige 

l    of  our  munificent  endowment  was  gone,  and  the   value  of  Scholarships  to  holders 

!    being  based  entirely  on  the  endowment,  they  too  became  worthless, and  consequent* 

|    ly  the  B  >ard  of  Trustees  fell  relieved  of  any  obligation  pertaining  to  them. 

For  the  benefit  of  some  brethren  who  are  not  familiar  with  ihe  previous  history 

I    of  the  College,  we  have  thought  well  to  make  the  above  statement. 

This  question  has  been  ow  of  vital  interest,  and  m  ly  it  not  be  pr.nideuti.il  tli.it

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REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Convention  having  already  heard  the  reports  of  its  schools,  we  come  direct- 
ly to  the  consideration  of  (he  general  subject. 

The  B  iptists  of  Alabama  are  manifesting  more  and  more  interest  in  the  cause 
of  education.  'I  hat  they  are  n«i  behind  others  in  their  appreciation  of  the  responsi- 
bility which  attaches  to  every  parent  to  ifo  his  utmost  in  the  way  of  equipping  his 
child  lor  the  demand*  of  .1  useful  life,  is  shown  l>y  the  number  of  Baptist  hoys  and 
girls  in  the  various  schools  of  ilns,  and  of  other  States. 

To  train  up  one's  children  lor  usefulness  and  influence  in  the  community  .md  in 
the  State  is  a  high  dity  ;  hut  to  train  them  fur  faithful  and  efficient  service  in  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  a  higher  one — it  is  the  duty  of  which  all  other  parental  duties 
form  only  a  pai t  and  one  bom  which  there  is  no  escape  The  man  who  seeks  the 
highest  good  for  his  child  must  see  to  u  that  the  restraints  of  morality  have  lull  sway 
in  the  discipline  to  which  he  is  subjected,  and  that  the  influences  brought  to  bear 
upon  him,  especially  In  Ins  school  life,  all  lend  to  lost'  i  liis  reverer  i  e  lor  the  CJod  of 
the  llible.  Hence  arises  a  necessity  for  Christian  Schools— we  may  as  well  say,  for 
denominational  schools 

The  proper  linuis  ol  a  paper  like  this  pteclude  full  consideration  of  this  matter. 
It  is  only  touched,  in  the  hope  that  what  is  said  may  elicit  more  elaborate  treatment 
in  the  discussion  ol  the  report. 

I  he  last,  but  not  the  least  important  consideration  which  we  urge  for  the  sup- 
port of  our  denominational  schools  is  the  training  of  students  for  the  Gospel  minis- 
try. The  question  of  theological  education,  and  of  ministerial  supply .  is  the  gravest 
that  now  touches  our  ecclesiastical  policy.  All  around  are  vacant  pulpits,  and  we 
know  not  where  to  Iook  for  their  occupants  Statistics  show  the  number  of  young 
men  going  forth  from  undenominational  institutions  all  over  the  land,  into  the  work 
ot  the  ministry  to  he  almost  as  nothing  — hardly  one  in  a  hundred.  And  while  a  lim- 
ited number  of  ministers  may  be  sent  forth  from  undenominational  schools,  yet  your 
committee  would  urge  and  emphasize  the  fact,  that  undenominational  schools  with 
equal  educational  advantages  should  he  patronized  by  the  denomination,  so  that  our 
number  of  young  ministers  may  be  increased  thereby,  believing  as  we  do,  such 
would  be  the  result,  Howard  College  last  session  having  had  seventeen  ministerial 
students  out  of  an  attendance  of  117. 

We  conclude,  then,  that  in  the  maintenance  of  good  denominational  schools  are 
involved  the  highest  interests  of  the  pupil,  ol  the  Slate,  of  the  churches,  and  of  the 
Master's  work.  But  we  cannot  have  these  schools  as  good  as  we  ought  unless  we 
give  them  our  loyal  and  our  undivided  support. 

Our  obligation  as  parents,  our  duty  as  citi/ens.  our  loyalty  as  Baptists,  and  our 
faithfulness  as  Christians,  all  demand  that  we  cherish  them  with  the  utmost  jealousy, 

Your  committee  are  much  gratified  at  the  reports  submitted  by  OUI  denomina- 
tional schools  referred  to  your  committee,  which  represent  them  in  a  very  prosper- 
ous condition,  and  especially  we  note  the  fact  that  the  Judson  Female  Institute  is  at 
last  practically  free  from  debt. 

In  view  of  the  Rood  accomplished  by  these  schools  in  the  past,  and  the  grand 
future  which  is  in  store  for  them  your  committee  suggest  to  this  Convention  that  we 
cannot  too  earnestly  recommend  to  the  generous  support  and  patronage  of  the  de- 
nomination. Howard  College.  Judson  Female  Institute  and  the  Alabama  Central 
Female  College.  In  reg  ud  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  Col- 
lege, of  the  sale  of  the  property  under  the  Turner  execution,  we  recommend  that 
this  matter  and  the  entire  interests  of  the  College  be  committed  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  be  managed  by  them  and  to  take  such  action  us  in  their  judgment  will 
be  best  under  all  the  circumstances,  having  full  confidence  in  their  wisdom  and 
integrity. 

Your  committee  cannot  close  their  report  without  expressing  their  intense  ad- 
miration for  the  noble  Alumnae  of  the  Judson  Ft- male  Institute  for  their  noble  self- 
sacrifice  in  supplying  the  funds  necessary  for  the  improvements  this  year  added  to 
the  buildings.

When  by  vote,  C.  C.  Hitting,  Bible  Secretary  of  American 
Baptist  Publication  Society,  was  allowed  twenty-five  minutes  to 
speak,  and  the  resolutions  were  adopted.

Baptist. 
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REPORT  ON  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

Your  committee  have  referred  to  the  report  made  at  the  last  Annual  Conven- 
tion, expecting  to   find   some  statistics  hi  reference  to  Sabbath  Schools,  which  might 

serve  as  a  basis  upon  which  to  found  our  present  report.  And  we  have  to  state  that 
we  have  been  much  disappointed,  from  the  fact  that  we  found  only  suggestions 
made  and  no  statistics. 

And  no  committee  can  make  or  base  a  correct  or  satisfactory  report  merely 
upon  suggestions,  and  yet  such  a  report  seems  to  have  been  made  and  coincided 
with  at  our  last  Convention. 

We  find  however  a  statement  made  in  the  report  on  Missions,  that  duting  the 
eight  years  previous  i, 006  Sunday  Schools  had  been  reported  as  organized.  And 
we  wrote  at  once  for  information  to  that  source,  and  received  a  reply  referring  us  to 
the  Statistical  Secretary,  who  would  cheerfully  give  us  the  desired  information. 

We  at  once  followed  the  instructions  and  entered  into  correspondence  with  the 
Secretary  and  he  with  commendable  promptness    replied   giving    us  all  the  informa- 
tion he  had  upon  the  subject,  which  we  give  in  this  report  as  follows: 
There  are  fifty- nine  Associations  in  the  State, 

Of  thes:  23  report  327  Schools. 
"       "       6       "  31   Schools. 

'  "  16  "  196  Schools. 
7,«,8i  scholars  and  teachers.  Making  a  total  of  forty-four  Associations;  .154  Schools; 
7,581  scholars,  for  the  whole  State,  I  *  this  an  encouraging  report  for  us,  as  a  de- 
nomination, for  the  State  of  Alabama  ?  Now  the  question  naturally  arises,  what 
has  become  nf  the  553  schools  reported  as  organized  during  the  past  eight  years, and 
which  are  not  accounted  lor  In  the  above  report  ?  Have  they  been  disorganized, 
changed  their  name,  or  gone  into  winter  quarters  ?  "Who  knows?'  How  are  we 
to  know  ?  And  what  has  become  of  the  other  fifteen  Associations  not  included  in 
this  report?     Have  they  ceased  to  exist  as  Associations? 

These  are  momentous  questions  and  of  vital  importance  to  us  as  a  Convention 
and  a  denomination.  We  cannot  have  retrograded  to  such  an  extent  in  one  short 
year.  We  have  too  many  good  and  faithful  worker*  for  this.  And  yet  the  ligures 
Obtained  show  this  to  be  a  fact  !  and  it  is  said  that  "figures  do  not  lie."  There  must 
be  certainly  a  neglect  of  duty  somewhere,  and  your  Committee  respectfully  ask, 
where  is  it? 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  ought  not  to  be  mistaken,  01  at  fault.  Neither  is 
the  Statistic  il  Secretary,  as  he  promptly  gave  us  all  the  information  he  had  upon  the 
subject.  And  yet,  there  is  a  wide  difference  in  the  two  reports  of  553  Schools  and 
15  Associations.  Your  committee  must  conclude  that  the  statistics  ate  incomplete, 
and  would  earnestly  urge  upon  this  Convention  the  great  importance  of  devising 
some  means  whereby  a  lull  and  complete  report  of  the  number  of  Sunday  Schools, 
scholars  and  teachers  may  be  made  each  year.  And  would  suggest  that  ihc  p.istors 
be  asked  to  see  to  it,  that  the  school-.  In  their  respective  pastorates  send  a  report 
each  year  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association  to  which  they  In-long,  and  that  the  said 
clerk  of  each  Association  be  constituted  by  this  Convention  a  committee  of  one  to 
condense  the  various  reports  made  to  the  Association  into  one  report,  and  forward 
the  same  promptly  to  the  Statistical  Secretary,  and  that  this  be  done,  if  possible,  in 
time  for  the  Secret  iry  to  make  a  report  to  the  committee  who  have  to  report  at  the 
Stati  Convention, 

Your  committee  arc  informed  that  printed  blanks  will  be  furnished,  free  of 
charge,  at  the  office  of  our  denomination  il  paper  in  Selma,  Ala.,  s  nted  to  this  pur- 
pose on  application. 

We  regard  the  Sunday  Sclio  Is  as  one  of  the  mo-l  important  interests  of  our 
denomination  as  it  is  largely  from  these  that  we  expect  to  draw  those  who  are  soon  to 
take  our  places,  and  as  they  are  trained  and  instructed  in  the  Sabbath  Schools,  so 
Will  they  in  like  manner  make  good  and  u  .elul  soldiers  of  the  grand  army  inarching 
to  the  Kingdom  above. 

Judging  by  the  past  reports,  h is  not  this  been  sadly  neglected?  Whose  is  the 
fault ;  pastors,  superintendents,  teachers,  has  it  been  yours  ? 

While  we  do  not  agree  with  all  the  suggestions  made  in  the  last  report,  as  to 
pastors' duties  in  relation  to  Sabbath  Schoo's,  we  do  regard  it  as  a  part  of  their 
work    to     know     the    character     and    capacity    of    their    superintendents,    and 


the  progress  they  are  makirg,  and  with  sympathy  and  counsel   help  them  to  accom- 
plish good  in  this  direction.     We  fear  that  very  many  pastors    neglect  this  duty  and    | 
pay  very  little  attention  to  the  Sabbath  Schools  upon  their   work,  rarely  ever  attend-    j 
ing.when  their  presence  for  a  few  moments  even,  would  be  productive  of  much  good 
in  giving  encouragement. 

How  many  of  our  pastors  here   to-day,  have  given    heed  to  any  of  the  sugges- 
tions contained  in  the  last  report  ? 

How  many    hi  re    to-day  can  make  a  correct  report  of  the  number  and  state  of    \ 
the  Sabbath  Schools  under  them  in  their  several  pastorates? 

It  has  been  suggested  to    your    committee,  that    the    spirit   of  benevolence  was 
lacking  in  our  schools,  and  that  while  money  was   given  it  was  returned  to  the  ch'ld- 
ren  in  hooks  and  papers.      While  this  may  be  so  in  many  instances,  and  even    cred-     ' 
it.ible  to  many   country  schools,  we  think  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  inculcating  a    ! 
spirit  of  true  and  practical  benevolence  when   our  schools   are    once  thoroughly  or-    j 
ganized  and  actively  at  work.     We  need  more   system,  and    the  way  to  »ure  success    ! 
and  happy  results,  without  tailure,  is  good  teachers,  competent,  working  in  harmony,    ! 
with  an  interested  active  superintendent  lo  direct.      Music  suitable  for  children  with    i 
hymns  to  accord  with  the  lessons,  adds  veiy  much  to  the  interest,  and  is  an  impor- 
tant factor.     We  would  also  suggest  the  use   of  the   Catechisms  of  our  denomina- 
tion as  far  as  practicable,  especially  among  the  your  ger   scholars,  that  they   may  be    j 
early  taught  the  reasons  for  our  faith  and  practice. 

There  is  one  encouraging  feature,  however,  which  we  have  noticed,  that,  among 
the  many  topics  announced  for  discussion  at   the    meetings   of  our   Associations,  lie 
subject  of  Sabbath  Schools  has  had  a  very  prominent  place,  and  good  must  certainly    ' 
follow.     This  is  well,  but  let  us  have    less    theory    and  more  practice,    good  earnest 
work,  each  one  doing  his  whole  duty,  and  at  our  next  State  Convention,  we  shall  see- 
the fruit  of  our  labor  in  a  full  and  complete  report  upon  this  subject  which  will  show 
a  certain  increase  in  the   number   of  schools,   scholars   and   teach' rs,  and  not  least,    I 
many  additions  to  the  membership  of  our  denomination.

Your  committee  rejoice  to  learn  that  the  objects  contemplated    by  the   creation 
of  this  Hoard  at   your  last  session,  have,  in    some   measure,  been    accomplished.     A     | 
number  of  young  men  have  been  assisted  in  securing  an   education,  and    the   atten- 
tion of  the  denomination  has  been   called    lo   the  importance  ol  supplying  the  gieat 
destitution  existing  in  our  State,  of  an  efficient  ministry. 

Your  committee  cannot  urge  too  strongly  upon  this  Convention  the  importance 
of  continuing  this  work  so  auspiciously  begun,  and  making  it  one  of  its  permanent 
works.  That  there  is  need  for  more  ministers  in  our  State,  there  can  be  no  doubt ; 
that  there  is  need  for  improvment  in  the  culture  and  education|of  our  rising  ministry 
is  equally  true.  The  advantages  which  Howard  College,  and  the  Baptist  High  1 
Schools  of  ihe  State,  can  give  to  young  men  who  have  the  ministry  in  view,  are  just 
such  as  they  need  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  this  Hoard  to  search  out  such  men,  and  ; 
assist  those  who  need  it  in  obtaining  an  education  at  these  institutions.

REPORT  ON   IIOMK  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  present  the  following  report: 

It  is  with  deep  emotions  cf  gratitudi  10  God  thai  we  report  the  >vork  of  Home 
Missions  in  such  a  flourishing  condition. 

Never   has  the  cause  committed   to  the    Homo   Board   been  so  cneour.ifiii 
Never  his  that  Board  had  more  tangible  evidence  of  God's  favor  than  during  the 
year  just  closed.     In  tie  ir   recent  report  they  say:     "Never  in  all  its  history  has  tl  • 
labor  of  its  missionaries  been  more  effective  in  the  piomution  of  the  Redeemer's 
Kingdom,  than  during  the  past  year." 

They  report  3,665  baptisms;  and  i.S-'.s  received   by  letter;  a  total  of  4,190  .»d 
ditions  to  the  churches,  through  ihe  labors  of  tlieir  missionaries. 

The  number  of  missionaries  employed  was   144;  in     vlabama  a  ;  Missouri    1  : 
Mississippi  1  ;  Tennessee  1  ;  California  4  .  Virginia  3  ;  Georgi  1  6;  Louisiana  S  ;  At-    , 
kansasia;  Florida  28  ;  I ndiau  Territory  [9,  and  Texas  .  1. 
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THE  INCREASE 

in  the  work  for  last  year  over  the  preceding  is  as  follows  : 

In  laborers 50  per  cent. 

In  weeks  of  labor      95  percent. 

In  Sermons  and  Addresses 150  per  cent. 

In  Sunday  Schools  ' 850  per  cent. 

In  Teacher*  and  Pupils 100  per  cent. 

In  Religious  yisits  100  per  cent. 

In  Tracts  distributed      100  per  cent. 

In  additions  to  Churches 500  per  cent. 

In  Baptisms .■ 1000  per  cent. 

These  facts  should  greatly  encourage  us  in  this  grand  work.  The  total  amount 
received  by  the  Board  for  the  year,  was  $61,724  75  ;  which  is  $22,871  76  more  than 
was  received  the  year  before.  While  the  receipts  have  been  more  than  58  per  cent 
greaier  than  last  year,  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  Hoard  have  been  less  than  ever 
before;  showing  financial  management  of  the  highest  order. 

We  regret  to  say,  however,  that  Alabama  gave  during  the  year,  only  $2,c62  36, 
to  th's  work  ;  being  $215.48  less  than  last  year;  and  $2,963.74  less  than  the  Hoard 
asked  of  our  State. 

Our  contributions  to  this  Hoard  averaged  only  $37.70  for  each  of  our  54  Asso- 
ciations ;  $1  38  for  each  of  ovir  1282  churches,  and  less  than  3  centsf2  cts.,7  millsy  for 
each  ol  our  75,134  members.  Of  the  54  Associations  in  the  State,  27  g.ive  nothing; 
while  six  gave  less  than  $8.<  o  each.  Such  facts  should  humble  us  in  the  dust  before 
God  ;  lead  us  to  repentance  for  idleness  and  covetousness,  and  put  us  to  work. 

Main'y.  as  we  judge,  for  want  of  adequate  funds,  the  JJonrd  discontinued  its 
missions  among  the  Chinese  in  California. 

With  energy  and  patience  the  good  work  has  been  pushed  in  all  the  missions  ; 
and  I  he  outlook  was  never  so  cheering  as  now. 

More  than  usual  prosperity  has  been  enjoyed  in  the  Indian  field.  Hro.  Blake, 
the  successor  of  Hro.  Bucknrr,  is  doing  well.  The  Levering  Manual  Labor  School, 
tinder  the  management  of  Major  I.  CI.  V'ore,  is  accomplishing  good  results  for  the 
Red  man.  The  cause  in  Florida  is  progressing  in  a  most  encouraging  manner.  Six 
nu.re  laborers  have  been  employed  in  that  interesting  State  than  the  Hoard  had  the 
preceding  year ;  and  the  BuptlMl  of  Florida  are  struggling  manfully  to  aid  the 
Hoard  in  its  great  work, 

In  Texas  fifty-nine  (59J  men  have  been  publishing  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  ; 
making  many  a  parched  desert  to  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rose.  Hoth  the  State 
Convention  and  the  General  Association  of  Texas,  are  zealously  co-operatirg  wiih 
the  Home  Hoard  in  endeavoring  to  meet  the  demands  for  missionary  labor. 

Of  the  mission  in  New  Orleans,  the  great  commercial  metropolis  of  the  South, 
the  Hoard  say  :  "The  Baptist  cause  in  New  Orleans  v.  as  never  so  encouraging  as  it 
is  to-day.  Our  obligations  to  push  forward  the  work  there,  are  stronger  than  ever; 
and  if  our  brethren  will  supply  the  needed  help,  in  a  few  years  the  Hoard,  in  con- 
nection with  the  churches  there,  under  the  Divine  blessing  will  do  a  work  in  that 
city  which  will  grow  into  such  proportions,  as  to  be  a  joy  for  all  coining  time." 

THE  CHURCH  BUILDING  DEPARTMENT. 

This  very  important  adjunct  to  the  work  of  Home  Missions,  has  been  organized 
and  entered  enthusiastically  into  labor  for  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom. 

The  field  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  been  divided  into  two  sec- 
lions,  with  the  Mississippi  river  as  the  line  between.  Rev.  G.  A.  Nunnally  has  been 
made  Secretary  of  the  eastern  divison,  with  head-quarters  at  Rome,  Ga.  He  has 
gathered  much  valuable  information  In  regard  to  the  destitution,  showing  how  im- 
perative the  demand  for  this  department. 

In  Alabama,  18  Associations  report  35  organized  churches  needing  houses  of 
worship.  Taking  the  Associations  heard  from  as  furnishing  a  fair  estimate,  there  are 
105  Baptist   churches  in  Alabama,  needing  houses. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  1000  Baptist  churches  in  the  South,  wi'hout  houses 
of  worship  ;  and  that  there  are  1000  other  places  where    Baptist  churches  should  be 
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organized  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Hoard  ask  for  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
(Jaoo.ooo)  to  be  held  as  an  endowment  fund,  and  so  to  be  perpetually  used  to  meet 
the  demand  tor  aid.  We  are  rejoiced  to  know  that  this  movement  is  taking  strong 
hold  upon  our  Southern  churches,  as  is  shown  by  the  amount  contributed  to  it  in 
the  first  year  of  its  existence,  $15, 110,94. 

SYSTEM  OF  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  calling  attention  to  this  most  important 
subject.  To  devise  some  plan,  or  plans,  to  reach  and  secure  ■  contribution 
from  each  member  of  our  churches,  is  the  imperative  necessity  of  our  times. 

The  Roard  declare:  "  This  system  we  must  have.  In  securing  it  lies  our  only 
chance  of  any  success  worthy  the  name.  Wc  must  no  longer  postpone  the  wisest 
and  most  vigorous  efforts  to  obtain  it" 

1  his  seems  to  be  the  great  problem  for  us  to  solve;  and  to  its  solution  wc  urgently 
call  the  attention  of  the  Convention.

A  Kcndrick,  to  the  care  of  the  Cita- 
del S<|tiare  church,  remaining  in  Charleston  for  many  jcars,  and  serving  with  great 
success  and  acceptance.  A  change  of  climate  being  necessary  for  his  heallh.  he  was 
induced  to  accept  the  Siloam  church,  Marion,  Ala. .where  he  labored  .greatlv  beloved 
and  admired  for  eight  or  ten  years,  until  his  demise.  Dr  Winkler  w  is  scholarly,  a 
vigorous  thinker,  of  nervous  and  powerful  eloquence,  and  great  force  of  character, 
impressing  himself  on  everything  about  him.  Those  who  came  near  to  him,  found 
him  a  man  most  affectionate  ami  tender,  with  sympathies  of  the  broadest  and  deep- 
est kind.  He  is  widely  lamented  as  a  prince  and  leader  among  us,  whose  like  we 
shall  rarelv  see. 


Dr.  Dagg  was  born  anil  brought  up  in  Virginia,  where  his  early  ministry  was 
for  some  years  exercised,  soon  associated  as  to  ability  and 'edifying  power,  with  the 
heavenly  minded  and  eloquent  Andrew  Broadus  It  was  on  one  of  his  preaching 
tours  in  Virginia,  when  church  buildings  were  not  >n  common,  as  in  after  years,  that 
while  preaching  in  the  upper  room  of  an  ordinary  frame  building,  the  floor  gave 
way  and  he  received  a  painlul  injury  that  crippled  him  for  life.  Ills  superior  ability 
and  marked  piety  soon  attracted  attention,  and  he  was  called  to  Philadelphia,  as 
pastor  o(  the  Sansom  street  church.  Beloved  and  successful  in  this  work,  he  was 
forced  to  relinquish  it  on  account  of  throat  disease,  became  a  great  sufferer,  also, 
from  inflammation  of  the  eyes.  On  partial  recovery  he  came  in  1836  to  Tuskafoosn 
and  presided  some  years  over  a  flourishing  female  school,  known  as  the  Alhcneum, 
Then  presently  becoming  President  of  the  Mercer  I  niversity ,  where  as  ptofesscr  also 
of  theology,  he  rendered  most  distinguished  service— became  widely  known  as  nn 
author  and  retired  from  active  labor  venerated  for  great  ability  and  a  piety  touch- 
ing for  its  elevated  and  tender  character  associated  with  a  humility  the  most  remark- 
able known  among  us. 


J>r  Sumner,  a  native  of  New  England,  a  graduate  of  Brown  University,  came 
in  early  life  to  Virginia,  tnd  soon  made  reputation  as  a  teacher  and  pa  , tor,  sin  h, 
that  he  was  chosen  Secretary  of  Domestic  Missions,  under  the  appointment  ol  the 
S.  B.  C.  Ilis  efficiency  far  more  than  met  expectation,  For  seventeen  years  he 
conducted  the  work  with  conspicuous  sue. -ess  especially  in  reanimating  decpondent 
hopes  after  the  wide-spread  ruin  of  the  late  war  Bro.  Sumner  was  a  most  genial 
and  fascinating  companion,.!  man  of  gie.u  ami  true  heart  10  whom  his  many  friends 
were  not  only  sincerely  but  passionately  attached

Ymir  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  tlic  Plan  Recommended  by  the  State 
Mission  Board,  designed  to  secure  a  mure  systematic  and  enlarged  benevolence 
in  our  Churches,  beg  lo  report,  that  we  have  examined  with  deep  interest  (he 
paper  committed  lo  us,  and  find  it  to  contain  suggestions  of  much  importance. 
It  is  greatly  to  lie  desired  thai  every  chinch  and  every  member  of  each  church 
should  lie  readied  and  enlisted  in  those  enterprises  which  engage  the  energies  of 
(Ids  body. 

Tins  end  can  he  effected  most  readily  through  such 'methods  as  commend 
themselves  l>y  their  simplicity  and  directness.  We  therefore  ask  the  privilege  of 
embodying  the  substance  of  the  communication  in  hand  in  the  following  plan. 
We  surest  that  the  Convention  recommend  to  the  churches, 

I.  That  each  (.'lunch  in  the  Slate  he  requested  lo  take  collections  fur  Mis. 
.sionsas   frequently  as   possible — that   those  churches  that  have  services  every 

Sabbath  take  these  collections  once  a   month   and    that  no  church  take  collec- 
tions less  frequently  than   four  limes  a  year. 

II.  That  the  pastors  and  the  officers  of  the  churches  be  requested  to  yet 
each  member,  however  indigent,  to  agree  thai  he  will  contribute  a  stipulated 
amount  at  each  of  these  collections,  whether  he  lie  present  on  (he  occasion  or  not. 

III.  That  these  collections  are  to  he  (he  church's  contributions  for  all 
missionary  purposes  and  are  to  he  divided  among  the  various  departments  of 
Mission  work  according  (o  the  wish  of  the  donor  or  by  action  of  the  church. 

IV.  That  each  chinch  appoint  some  member  lo  see  tha(  these  collections 
are  made  at  (he  lime  appointed,  whose  duly  also  it  shall  be  to  secure  by  indi- 
vidual cffoii  such  of  the  amounts  promised  as  shall  not  lie- collected  at  the  ap- 
pointed time. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  plan  here  suggested  is  very  simple;  that  it  may  be 
easily  worked  wherever  it  may  Ik:  adopted,  and  that  it  can  hardly  fail  to  be  ef- 
fective when  there  it  ordinary  zeal  and  activity  employed  in  applying  i(. 

Under  litis  plan  the  collections  will  not  be  made  for  any  specific  department 
of  Missions,  but  for  those  interests  for  which  (his  Convention  undertakes  to 
raise  money  regularly.  This  is  deemed  best  because  our  work  is  really  one,  all 
involved  in  the  great  Missionary  idea  that  filled  the  mind  of  die  Master — an  idea 
which  finds  no  small  pari  of  its  importance  in  its  educational  and  inspiring  in- 
fluences and  one  which  moves  the  hearts  of  men  most  readily  and  mightily  when, 
unembarrassed  by  any  limitations,  it  is  allowed  to  enter  the  mind  in  all  its 
divine  sacredness  and  majesty. 

It  contemplates  contributions  from  every  individual  not  excluding  even  the 
poorest,  because  we  remember  it  was  the  gift  of  the  widow,  insignificant  in 
other  eyes,  which  won  from  the  lips  of  our  Lord  thai  remarkable  commendation 
which  has  encouraged  generosity  and  excited  emulation  in  benevolence  through 
all  die  centuries. 

In  offering  this,  or  any  plan,  to  the  churches,  it  is  clearly  and  with  anxiety  re- 
ali/ed  thai  its  efficiency  can  be  expected  only  by  hearty  and  faithful  efforts  of  the 
pastors  of  (he  churches,  encouraged  and  aided  by  an  earnest  brotherhood.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. — This  body  shall  lie  known  by  die  name  of  "The  Haptisl  Stale 
Convention  of  Alabama  ;"  and  shall  lie  composed  of  delegate!)  from  liaptist  As- 
sociations and  Churches,  and  from  Missionary  or  other  Benevolent  Societies; 
and  such  brethren  as  may  be  appointed  In  official  service  at  any  session  at  which 
they  may  be  present,  provided  that  such  delegates  shall  l>e  members  of  Baptist 
Churches,  in  good  standing. 

AKTICI.K  II.— The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  lie  a  President,  First 
and  Second  Vice  Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  together 
with  a  Hoard  of  Directors,  as  hereinafter  named,  who  shall  he  elected  at  each 
annual  meeting,  and  who  shall  hold  their  oliices  until  (heir  successors  are 
elected. 

AKTICI.K  HI. — The  President,  or  in  case  oi  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice 
Presidents,  in  their  order,  shall  preside  at  all  the  deliberations  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  discharge  the  duties  usually  imposed  upon  an  executive  officer  of  de- 
liberative bodies. 

Article  IV. — The  Secretary  shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Convention,  and  soon  after  the  rising  of  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
body,  shall  attend  to  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes  of  the  same, 
of  which  he  shall  preserve  a  file— which  file  shall  constitute  the  authentic  record 
,of  the  Convention.  He  shall  also  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  body.  For 
his  services  he  may  receive  a  reasonable  compensation.  The  printing  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Convention,  and  the  compensation  of  the  Secretary,  shall  be 
paid  for  by  a  pro  rata  taken  from  the  funds  sent  for  the  various  objects  fostered 
by  this  body  each  year. 

AKTICI.K  V.— The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  hold  the  same  subject  to  the  order  of  this  body,  or  of  the  Hoard  of 
Directors  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention;  and  he  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  which  shall  be  audited  and  published 
With  the  Minutes. 

Ak  i  ii  i.i.  VI.— The  President,  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Jand  Treasurer, 
with  nine  other  brethren,  shall  compose  the  Hoard  of  Director",  live  of  whom 
shall  form  a  rptorum  authorized  to  transact  any  business  of  the  Convention  dur- 
ing the  recess  thereof,  and  shall  report  their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  Convention. 

ARTICI.K  VII. — The  business  of  this  Convention  shall  be,  to  encourage 
and  promote,  by  all  proper  means,  the  following  objects,  viz:— Foreign.  Domes- 
tic ami  Indian  Missions;  Hil.le  Tianslation  and  Distribution;  The  Publication 
and  Distribution  of  Religious  Hooks.  Tracts  ami  Periodicals;  Sunday  Schools; 
The  Education  of  the  Youth  of  the  country,  and  especially  that  of  Ministers  of 
thctlospel;  and  all  other  objects  sanctioned  in  the  Gospel;  Provided,  that 
such  persons  only  as  are  in  indigent  circumstances,  shall  be  received  as  benefi- 
ciaries of  the  institutions  of  learning  under  the  patronage  of  the  Convention; 
Provided  further,  that  all  applicants  for  aid  shall  undergo  an  examination  as  to 
their  hope  in  Chris',  ami  call  to  the  Ministry,  by  the  Hoard  of  Directors,  or  a 
Committee,  appointed  by  the  same,  before  they  are  accepted  as  beneficiaries, 

Article  IX.— The  Convention  shall  have  the  supreme  control  of  any 
l..iterary  or  Theological  Institution,  which  has  been,  or  mav  hereafter  be  origin- 
ated in  this  body;  and  it  shall  choose  for  such  institution;  a  Hoard  of  twenty- 
four  Trustees,  to  serve  for  six  years,  of  whom  one-third  shall  go  out  of 
oll.ee  biennially;  and  the  said  Trustees  shall,  on  all  occasions,  be  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  Convention,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  this  body  on  the  state 
of  such  institution. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  X. — The  Convention  may  receive  funds  from  all  micIi  as  may  he 
disposed  to  aiil  in  any  of  the  benevolent  purposes  mentioned  in  the  8th  Article, 
and  it  shall  faitfully  apply  funds  contributed,  to  the  objects  which  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  donors — a  portion,  however,  being  taken  pro  tata  from  the  same 
for  contingent  expenses,  in  the  event  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  general  fund  for 
that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  XI. — >Thc  Convention  may  employ  agents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  make  collections,  obtain  subscriptions* from  societies,  solicit  Churches  and 
Associations  to  unite  with  the  Convention,  and  to  further  all  objects  of  this 
body. 

Aktk  l.K  XII. —  The  Convention  shall  have  power  lo  send  delegate*  to  the 
Southern  Itaptist  Convention,  and  to  any  other  assembly  with  which,  in  its  wis- 
dom, if  may  wish  to  communicate. 

ARTICLE  XIII. — The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint. 

ARTICLE  XIV, — Any  Church.  Association  or  society,  as  prescribed  in  the 
1st  Article,  contributing  any  sum,  through  the  Convention,  to  one  or  more  of 
the  objects  specified  in  the  8th  Article,  may  be  represented  in  this  body,  as  fol- 
lows:—  Each  Association  may  have  ten  delegates,  and  each  Baptist  Church  or 
Benevolent  Society,  live. 

ARTICLE  XV. — Any  individual  member  of  a  Itaptist  Church  in  good 
standing  may  be  voted  a  lif'  member,  by  the  contribution  of  $100,  at  one  time, 
to  any  of  the  objects  of  this  Convention,  The  Convention  may,  at  its  pleasure, 
vote  any  brother  a  life  member,  in  consideration  of  long  and  eminent    services. 

ARTICLE  XVI. — The  funds  of  this  Convention  shall  consist  of  voluntary 
contributions  or  (lunations,  and  not  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  XVII, — The  Convention  disclaims  all  right  of  exercising  author- 
ity over  any  church  or  Association,  hereby  acknowledging  that  every  Church  is 
independent  and,  within  its  own  sphere,  is  accountable  to  no  body  of  men  on 
earth. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. — This  Constitution  may  be  altered  br  amended  by  the 
concurrence  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting, 
but  not  so  as  to  infringe  the  17th  Article. 

ARTICLE  XIX# — All  amendment!  or  alterations  of  this  Constitution  shall 
be  proposed  at  one  session,  and  acted  upon  at  the  next.
